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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: roller 44 and switch 12. A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: A 
grammatical error is noted in line 2 of page 15 as "on" should read "of. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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4. Claims 1-2,7-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nabeshima et al 6,330,083. With respect to claims 1 and 7, Nabeshima et al discloses 
an image reading device comprised of: a cold cathode tube fluorescent lamp (215) (see 
column 6, lines 40-45), a photoelectric conversion element (6) (see column 2, lines 43- 
45), a temperature detection circuit (218A), and a control circuit (21 8B, 216, 217, 28). 

With respect to claims 2 and 8, the lighting control inverter (216) changes the 
current applied to the lamp (215) (see column 6, lines 51-54). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 3-6, 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nabeshima et al 6,330,083. With respect to claims 3-5 and 9-1 1 , while Nabeshima et al 
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does not explicitly state that the control circuit controls the voltage, applied time, or the 
frequency of the drive signal, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify Nabeshima et al accordingly in order to illuminate the cold cathode tube. It 
is known to adjust the voltage, applied time and frequency of the drive signal and it 
would have been obvious to do so in order to provide alternatives in adjusting the 
illumination. 

With respect to claim 6, while Nabeshima et al does not disclose the use of an 
impedance detector, it is well known that voltage, current, and frequency are factors 
representative of impedance. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify Nabeshima et al accordingly in order to eliminate the use of temperature 
sensors. Using an impedance detector would circumvent potential temperature , 
measurement inaccuracies from the temperature sensor.
